It  is 
true,  that  men  in  Louisiana  are  al-  J 
lowed  to  keep  their  stores  opon  on 
Sunday,  but  only  a lew  do  this, and  j 
it  is  also  true  that  there  is  no  law 
in  Mississippi  to  prevont  a man 
from  leaving  home  on  Sunday  to 
go  to  New  York  or  elsewhere  to 
buy  goods.  In  some  of  tho  coast 
towns,  I learn  that  business 
houses  aro  kept  open  on  Sunday 
with  irapugnity.  I have  also  heard 
the  same  about  some  of  the  river 
towns.  There  is  a law  in  Missis- 
sippi to  protect  public  worship,  but 
is  it  enforced  ? I have  it  from  the 
best  authority  that  at  an  Associa- 
tion in  Scott  county,  two  young 
men  rode  into  the  church  as  tho 
people  came  out  ; they  wore  re- 
ported to  the  grand  jury,  a bill 
was  found,  but  the  parties  were 
cleaied  on  a unol  pro*.”  Near 
that  county,  a most  infamous  out- 
rage was  perpotrated  on  a church 
which  prevented,  for  the  time,  the 
baptism  of  a poor  widow,  hut  for 
the  want  ot  a sentiment  to  back 
him,  the  pastor  failed  to  secure  the 
evidence  necessary  to  justify  a bill 
against  the  outlaws.  The  same 
outrage  was  committed  in  a certain 
city  in  Mississippi,  hut  never  was 
such  a thing  done  in  Louisiana. 

I repeat  it,  the  people  keep  the 
Sabbatfr-in  Louisiana,  as  well  as 
they  do  In  Mississippi  ; the  con- 
gregations are  as  large  and  order- 
ly, and  in  no  State  does  the  cause 
of  religion  command  greater  re- 
spect. 

All  this,  it  is  true,  is  irrelevant  to 
the  question  on  which  Gov.  St. 
John  and  the  writer  are  at  issue, 
but  no  more  so  than  Bro.  Tate’s  al- 
lusion to  legislation  on  lotteries, 
Sabbath  desecration,  etc.  Differ- 
ing from  him  in  love,  and  promis- 
ing to  write  nothing  further  on  the 
subject,  I remain  fraternally
